Over every joint in the body there is 
placed a small, cushion-like sac which is 
filled with fluid, and which acis as a 
kind of protection to the joint from 
blows and pressure. These sacs are call- 
ed bursae. 

The thickening of the particular bursa 
which is situated over the great toe- 
joint, either from irritation, pressure OF 
weakness, is commonly called bunion, al- 
though that term is sometimes applied 
to any enlarged bursa on the foot.

Bumions 
are rarely altogether curable after the 
disease has gone on to continued In- 
flammation, although much may 
done toward alleviation of the pain., 

The only absolute cure for abunion 
of jong standing is excision of the joint. 

Rest is the most important thing mm 
palliative treatment. All pressure of

How Mr. Stevenson of Morris, Manitoba, 
Conducts ts Farming Operations. 


FARMING IN THE 


A visit to the Lowe farm, near. Mor- 
ris, Man., affords an instructive outing 
to those who are interested in im- 
proved farm machinery. Mr. Steven- | 
son’s ideal farm would doubtless be 
a world of wonder, in fact it is quite 
wonderful to hear him tell of the ap- 
pliances which he has already had in 


operation. One of his curiosities is a | 
traction engine, which ploughs and | 


threshes, gathering up its own fuel | 


(straw), as it travels around. It does | 
not drag the threshing machine, but | 
carries it, bolted to « platform, and 
secured to the boiler and axle. The 
sheaves are thrown upon a platform 
in front of the separator; one man 
places them on it, and another feeds 
them through; the grain passes into. 
bags, which are thrown off on one 
side; and a man comes along witha 
team and hauls them away to the 
granary. Ten men and two horses 
threshed over 1,200 bushels of wheat 
and stored it in the granary in a: 
single day. The invention has been 
in operation for three years in succes- 
sion, and improvements have been 
made from season to season. This 
year some 203 bushels more than last | 
year have been threshed. | 

An important result which Mr. Ste- | 
to have accomplished | 
is that of reducing the cost of the work. | 
The cost of threshing 150 acres, which | 
recently yielded 7,090 bushels of wheat, | 
was, he siys, a very little over one and 
a half cents per bushel. He claims | 
also to reduce the expense of breaking — 
to 40 cents per acre, instead of the or- 
dinary $2.50. The work cf breaking is 
done at the rate of twelve acres a day. | 
He expects that the cost of ploughing 
when done simultaneously with the 
threshing will not be more than, ten 
cents an acre. Sowing, also, Mr. Ste- 
venson claims to have greatly improved 
by means of his new*drill shoe; with 
it he bas had his man sow twenty 
acres a day, while he sat on the ma-, 
chine. This machine, he says, cuts in- | 
to even the tough sod and deposits the | 
seed. :

brother and the Shaman. She wildly 
protested her innocence, and upon her 
adhering to it she was bound and severely 
beaten. Several days passed,during which 
she was given no food, and only enough 
water tomoisten her parched lips. Seeing 
her determined not to acknowledge herseiy 
« witch and responsible for his tlinees, Af

Jine Kakes know no fear, even of death. 
Neither do they understand such feeling 
asremoree. They have always remained 
on their island unmolested, making their 
own laws and administering them accord- 
ing to their own ideas of justice. If the 
murderers now incarcerated in Sitka are 
nanged they freely say they will kill the 
same number of white men before they 
consider things even. That this Inst ad- 
dition to the imprisoned Kake contingent 
will etretch hemp there can be no doubt 
providing he doesn’t die by his own hand 
in the mean time. 


Despite all official denials, the practice 
of the ‘*medicine art” prevails threugRout 
ail Alaska, and scores of unfortunate 
natives have, even in the short space of 
one year, suffered hideous deaths upon the 
decree of the medicine man that they had 
practised sorcery. With the force at their 
disposal, the white authorities cannot 
enforce the law as it.should be—to teacn 
the native population the lesson they muat 
some time learn. The hope of the entire 
Territory is now fastened upon the estab- 
lishment of an American army post in the 
far North. With soldiers at hand, such, 
murders as those of Abf Ghat’s account 
would be less frequent.

Toward I1¢, 
etrange to say, the men and women are 
joined by numerous ragged children, and 
toward 12 the chief customers are cabbies 
and hungry “ bobbies,” who have taken @ 
moment or two trom their wor« in order 
to get a ** snack,” which is the peculiar 
word used to describe the bit of fish. 
About half past 12 the fieh bar closes, and 
tne long day of the proprietor comes quickly 
to an end, ; 

On one of the coldest nights of last win- 
‘er I took my place in the ragged line and 
"3 walked into chis bar for my fish and poia- 
toes. I might have gone into any otner, 


for you can hardly waik along a street 10 
London without discovering trom the 
SMELL OF FAT, 
and the hazy atmosphere on the sidewalk 
that you are in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of a bar. But I chose this one simply 
because it seemed to be weil patronized, 
particularly by children, and it was on my 
way home. ‘The ‘‘guvner’ was an amiable 
fellow when he wasn't too busy doling out 
the ‘fish and taters,” and he seemed only 
too vlad to tell sbout hia business to a 
curious (and hungry) soul like myself. And 
while he was wrapping up tie ‘‘snacks” 
tovk a ood jook round. Behind the counter 
there were two big trougtis of tin filled 
with sizzling fat, with fish in one and potas 
toes,in the other. Above the troughs was a 
long rack like a gridiron filled with eteam- 
ing tisn and potatoes, and this rack was 
divided into sections, containing diilerent 
sized pieces of skate and plaice, On a 
little table near by were some whole fish, 
and as soon as the rack was cleared more 
fish would be cut up into crose slices, dip- 
ped into @ barrel containing batter, and 
thrown into the smoking trough, When 
business was not very pressing, and 
potatoes were scarce, some good bouncing 
esculents would be hauled forth (with the 
«kins on) from a tirkio of dirty water, and, 
alter being cut into long slivers, would be 
tossed into the other trough. And so the 
operations continued untit closing time. 
‘The fish when it came out from the fat 
would be a good deai bigzer than it was 
originally, by virtue of the generous duck 
ing inthe thick batter, and the potatoes 
were not any emailer because the skin had 
been lefton. The whole thing was done in 
haste, with a taic amount of cleanliness, 
and custom was so sharp that the ‘‘snacks” 
had little time to get cold. 

In this fish bar, the price of a ‘‘enack” 
was a ha’penny or a penny, according to 
the size of the fish, Plaice cost a little 
more than skate because skate is easicr to 
get, and more of the space inside the 
skin and the dough ie filled with bones. If 
you didn’t want your fish wrapped up in 
& paper you could have it on a piate, and 
eatitin the back room, But whep you 
got the privilege of the back room and a 
knife and fork, you had to pay ® penny 
extra, ‘*Taters’’ cost a hapenny or a 
penny, according to the quantity—one 
shovelful a ha’penny and two shovelfulea 
penny.

TO SIMPLIFY WAR. 


Huge wagon trains of flour and beef ‘fon 
the hoof” are tobe things of the past. 
Armies in future can cat themseives off 
from their base of supplies, as they wiil 
carry the supplies with them. 

Their movement will not be impeded by 
droves of cattle, brought along for food, for 
the cattle, in the form of little tablets, will 
repose in belts or knapsacke, and victory 
will not wait upon the cook, The eoldier 
‘can even dine while fighting. 

Aiter putting a cartridge in his gun the 
private can puta capsule of roast beef in 
his mouth. Hecan have bee’ tea while 
charging the enemy, Boston baked beans 
during # pause of the battle and « conden- 
eed mince pie in the very hour of victory. 
These are some ofthe staples which govern- 
ments are now supplying to their men. 

But the benefits of condensed food tablets 
can be extended to private citizens. Only 
a few men have the sense of taste and gour- 
mets who really enjoy a meal are rare. It 
is estimated that every man now wastes 
three hours a day eating. After he has 
eaten he forgets all about ‘‘the pleasures of 
t.« table” and only remembers that an 
hour is gone. 

All thistime can be saved. The food 
buttons and pills alreaiy contain every 
necessary element. 


THE NEW WAR BREAD, 


The boards appointed to ccnsiler the 
question of emergency foods are sending in 
their reports, upon which final conclusions 
will be based, The problem is how to 
make up «food package of small bulk which 
shall render the fighting man independent 
of supply trains tor a short period in case 
he is wounded or cut otf with a detachment 
froin the main command. 

‘Experiments in this line are being made 
by all the great war powers,” said Major 
Woodruff, *Vheyaretrying everythiug im- 
sginable for the purpose. Here, for example, 
is an element of the British emergency 
ration. It looke like a dog biscuit, doesn’t 
it? Three ounces it weighs, and it is four 
inches square. It is composed simply of 
whole wheat solidly compressed, A con- 
densed ioat of bread you might call it. 
Tine French have a new ‘war bread,’ which 
is to replace hard-tack. Itsingredients are 
a secret. When put into hot water or soup 
it swells up like a sponge and is eaid to be 
virtually the same as fresh bread.

‘* An iron ration ie a ehort-weight and 
highly cencentrated diet, intended to 
cover only abrief period. It is not to be

; cannot be obtained. Supposing the army

supplies to be regularly furnished, the 
fighting man ought to return from the 
campaign carrying in his haversack the 
same emergency ration with which he 
started out originally. But it may happen 
that his regiment or brigaie is cut off 
from the main body, and in that case the 
emergency rations may be literal salvation. 
Or he may be left wounded ona field of 
battle, unable to obtain anything to eat 
for days unless he has it with him, Dur- 
ing the recent war with China the Japan- 
ese found emergency rations @ necessity 
in active service. 

‘‘It is bigh time, then, that our troops 
should be provited with emergency ratione. 
One of the questions to be decided is 
whether the ration shall be carrled at the 
belt or in the haversack. 

Soldiers suffering from hunger may be 
supplied with emall quantities of alum, a 
pinch of which taken from time to time 
contracts the stomach. ‘Thus the organ, 
not requiring so much to fill it, can get 
along with less than the normal diet for a

“The first point in harvesting potatoes is 
not to begin tooearly. This is especiaily 
important if the potatoes are rotting, a8 is 
the case in some large potatoegro wing sec- 


The rot is caused, ss it 
very often is, by blighting of the leaves. 
This prevents the proper msturity of the 
tubere. The skin peeis easily when handled 
roughly, as potatoes must be in digging. 
When these bruised potatoes are piled in @ 
heap they heat quickly, anda very slight 
degree of rot in a single poiato rapidiy 
spreads and contaminates the entire heap.

They are the most convenient | 
covering, but inany crop there must aiways 
be a suspicion that the potato tops nave 
been affected by rot. It always attacks 
the tops firat. If there is any rot on 
the tubers, however slight, it is sure to be 
greatly aggravated by covering them with 
potato tops that have the disease fasiened 
on them. Most of the severe losses of 
potatoes after digging come from using 
potato tops to cover the heaps with.

A good farmer once remarked 
to ue thatsaving labor in cultivating the 
potato crop made sc mucn extra labor in 
harvesting it, that it cost nearly ag much 
per acre, and more per bushel,than aclean, 
well-cultivated crop. If the potatoes are 
well down in the ground, itis sometimes 
wellto leave them untii there has beena 
biack frost to freeze an inch or so of sur- 
face soil before digging them. But it is 
better to dig them be‘ore wet weather has 
carried the rat spores down to the tubers,

waste barrel than elsewhere. Or if more 
kindly treated, there is an unsuccessful 
attempt on the part of the housekeeper 
for some member of the family to consume 
them if for nothing more than economy’s 
sake. But this partot che vegetable really 
j;makes the most appetizing dish of all. 
None need or siould be wasted. 

Carefully cut the tough outside part and 
the little decayed places, and one will be 
surprised how much that is palatable re- 
mains, This siould be cut in suitable 

pieces, boiled until tender, and served 
with a cream (or milk) dressing made 
pertectly smooth with corn starch (not 
flour), <A little butter, salt and pepper are 
of couree added as is usual in dressings of 
\thie order, and if liked a little thinly 
sliced potato may also be added. It may 
be mentioned that boiied cauliflour is 
delicious prepared with this same dressing. 

When taking into consideration the 

various uses which may be made of ceiery, 
let us hope it may oftener find a place on 
ourtable in one or another of the above 
mentioned ways. It is considered to be 
very wholesale and there may be almost 
no Waste, as is not the case with most 
vegetabies with which the housekeeper 


provides her family. 


It is Well to Remember

good man's pocket book. 

That a clothespin bag made of bed- 

ticking or something stout in the form of 
ia pocket with aslit on the front side, is 
much easier to get at than a common bag.

ROUGH DRIVING.

The author of “‘Life with Trans-Siberian 
Savages,” Mr. B. D. Howard, describing o 
journey in eastern Siberia, says that the 
wheeis used by the people give the best 
idea of the roads of the country. The 
whoela, he says, are only a little larger 
than those of ordinary wheelbarrow, and 
run beneath the vehicle instead of at the 
sides of it. Of course the wagyon is easy 
to get into, and what is more important, is 
comparatively safe to be thrown out of. Of 
thie latter fact, Mr. Howard says, the 
drivers take the fullest advantage. 


They rarely drive slower than a gallop, 
and down a steep hiil they double the epeed 
‘Lhe same thing 1s done on approaching any 
destination, and especiaily cn returning 
home. A driver would be considered very 
unskiilful uniess he could drive at the 
fastest gallop till he reached the very cor- 
ner of his master’s house, and then come to 
a dead stop exactly at the door.

FOILING THE FIRE FIEND. 


& Goed Thing Pushes Htself Aleng ina 
Beautiful Autematic Way. 


A merchant of Gowanda has invented e 
most remarkable apparatus forsaving stocks 
of goods from fire. Inatead of putting ouo 
the fire the apparatus opens the front 
the store, and the counters, cases, and 
shelving roll out into. the street into their 
owner’s arms. 

The shelving and countere in the store 
are all portable, and mounted on rollers. 
Attached to the rear end of the shelving is 
acable which rune forward and over a 


wheel below the floor in the front of the 
store. Tothis end of the cable are sus- 
pended weights suiliciently heavy to over- 
balance the shelving, cases, and goods in 
them. A brake device keepe the weights 
from setting the machine going. Attached 
to the lever of the brake is a combustible 
cord which passes upward into the store: 
and is carried along the walle and ceiling, 
where it will be quickly ignited in case of 
fire. The sundering of the cord looses the 
brake, the weights bear on thecable, and 
the shelves start helter ekelter for the front 
of the building. At the same time the 
windowa and doore open automatically 
outward, and the entire contents of the 
store are dumped on the sidewalk in a jitly. 
To fruatrate the designe of fire thieves the 
shelves fold up when they reach the atreet, 
presenting only blank wood and giase. 

Thoee who have seen the apparatus 
tested say that it works admirably. One 
night a mouse found eometbing peiatable in 
the brake cord and gnawed it in two, 
whereupon, much to its consernation, the 
furniture, boxes,and shelves with oue accurd 
began a swift movement forward, and an 
automatic alarin attached to the machine 
began to rouse all the inhabitants of Gow- 
anda, the hour being 2 o'clock in the 
morning. ‘The ingenious inventor was one 
of the first on the scene, and his disgust at 
being routed out by afalee alarm was 
greatly mitigated by the spectacle of the 
strooth working of his machine, It seeme 
to be a good thing, and pushes itself along 
with no help.
